BOOK  REVIEWS 


Between  War  and  Peace.  A  Handbook  for  Peace  Workers. 

By  Florence  Brewer  Boec\el.  New  York,  the  Macmillan 
Company,  1928.  591  p.  $2.50 

Mrs.  Boeckel  is  educational  director  of  the  National  Coun- 
cil  for  Prevention  of  War.  She  has  prepared  a  book  to  in' 
elude  the  material  which  her  experience  in  that  capacity 
has  indicated  to  be  desired  by  those  engaged  in  peace  work 
or  who  desire  to  make  a  study  of  the  peace  problem.  The 
record  of  special  groups  which  give  attention  to  the  subject 
is  an  impressive  summary  of  the  many  organizations  and 
programs  which  take  an  active  interest  in  international 
relations  and  goodwill.  Sixteen  chapters  are  designed  as  a 
basis  for  study  of  the  “influences  for  and  against  world 
peace.”  They  cover  both  the  general  questions  involved  in 
the  peace  problem  and  the  special  subjects  which  are  popu' 
larly  discussed  in  that  connection.  One  hundred  forty  two 
pages  are  devoted  to  “materials  for  a  working  program,” 
including  specific  suggestions  for  individual  activity  in  and 
out  of  organizations  and  definite  programs  for  study. 
A  comprehensive  bibliography  is  closely  subdivided  so  as 
to  be  of  maximum  value  to  the  user. 

Europe,  a  History  of  Ten  Years.  By  Raymond  Leslie  Buell, 
with  the  aid  of  the  staff  of  the  Foreign  Policy  Association. 
New  York,  Macmillan  Company,  1928,  xi,  428  p.  $2.50 

A  general  handling  of  the  development  of  Europe  since  the 
Peace  Conference  of  Paris.  The  volume  is  intended  to 
serve  the  purposes  of  the  general  reader.  It  places  in  good 
perspective  the  events  of  ten  years  throughout  the  conti' 
nent.  The  clear  and  connected  narrative  gives  a  rounded 
picture  of  European  problems  and  progress  made  by  Euro' 
pean  states  since  the  World  War. 

The  History  of  Reparations.  By  Carl  Bergmann,  with  a  fore- 
word  by  Sir  Josiah  Stamp.  Boston  and  New  York,  Hough' 
ton  Mifflin  Company,  1927,  xx,  333  p.  $6.00 

This  is  the  best  book  written  on  the  reparation  problem. 
Herr  Bergmann  was  the  German  expert  from  the  beginning 
of  negotiations  to  the  development  of  the  Dawes  Plan.  He 
writes  objectively  and  from  first  hand  knowledge  because 
he  participated  in  practically  every  negotiation  held  from 
1919  to  1925.  As  an  economist  he  really  “treats  the  matter 


without  prejudice  or  partiality.”  The  book  greatly  clarifies 
a  complicated  international  problem. 

The  Origins  of  the  World  War.  By  Sidney  Bradshaw  Fay. 
New  York,  The  Macmillan  Company,  1928.  2  vols. 

Ulus.  $9.00 

This  is  undoubtedly  destined  to  be  the  standard  mono' 
graph  on  the  subject.  The  first  volume  is  subtitled  “Before 
Sarajevo:  Underlying  Causes  of  the  War”;  the  second, 
“After  Sarajevo:  Immediate  Causes  of  the  War.”  The  bah 
ance  of  treatment  thus  shown  is  maintained  in  the  text, 
which  has  exhausted  all  of  the  available  sound  material,  and 
most  of  the  unsound.  The  first  volume  is  exhaustive 
enough  to  acquire  a  certain  character  as  an  independent 
work  on  the  history  of  alliances  from  1871  to  1914.  In 
discussing  the  immediate  causes  of  the  war,  Mr.  Fay  has 
examined  with  meticulous  care  and  detached  historical 
judgment  all  the  primary  ex  parte  evidence,  so  that  his 
narrative  is  both  complete  and  extremely  detailed.

The  distinctive  feature  of  the  Polish  scheme  is  that 
fiscal  autonomy  is  in  no  wise  sacrificed,  but  that  full 
publicity  through  the  quarterly  reports  of  the  American 
adviser,  Charles  S.  Dewey,  is  guaranteed.  Mr.  Dulles, 
as  legal  adviser,  was  a  party  to  the  development  of  the 
plan  and  contributes  an  exceedingly  clear  analysis  of  its 
characteristics.

The 
author’s  legal  experience  serves  not  only  to  flavor  the 
briefs  for  and  against  our  intervention  policy  with  a 
considerable  courtroom  cunning,  but  also  to  produce 
an  unusually  comprehensive  bibliography  for  citation,  in 
which  official  documents  are  by  no  means  ignored,  and 
a  catholicity  of  selection  in  the  quotations  which  make 
up  the  major  portion  of  the  book. 

The  Protection  of  Citizens  Abroad  by  the  Armed 
Forces  of  the  United  States.  By  Milton  Offutt.  Bab 
timore,  The  Johns  Hopkins  Press,  1928.  viii,  170  p. 
$1.50. 

The  Johns  Hopkins  University  Press  presents  as  No. 
4  of  the  current  volume  of  Studies  in  Historical  and 
Political  Science  an  unusually  compact  and  coherent 
monograph  on  the  military  and  naval  protection  of 
American  citizens  on  foreign  soil.  This  is  supplied  in 
the  form  of  a  narrative  of  some  76  skirmishes  and 
campaigns,  with  a  minimum  of  discussion.  The  author 
achieves  a  readable  style  and  his  conclusions  in  the  final 


chapter  review  the  devolution  of  United  States  policy. 
His  bibliography  indicates  that  the  source  material  in' 
eludes  not  only  government  documents,  but  the  manu' 
script  reports  of  the  participants.

Judicial  Interpretation  of  International  Law  in  the 
United  States.  By  Charles  Pergler.  New  York,  The 
MacMillan  Company,  1928,  viii,  222  p.,  price  $2.00. 

Whether  or  not  this  book  may  be  considered  an 
important  contribution  to  the  literature  of  international 
law  by  foreign  readers,  it  performs  an  important  service 
for  the  American  lawyer  and  law  student  in  presenting 
the  principles  of  international  law  in  the  perspective 
of  a  familiar  type  of  citation,  that  of  decisions  by 
United  States  Courts.  Dr.  Pergler  has  deliberately 
omitted  the  laws  of  war  and  neutrality,  which  have 
been  the  subject  of  other  competent  treatises,  thus  ah 
lowing  a  fuller  treatment  of  independence  and  sover' 
eignty,  jurisdiction  of  states,  citizenship  and  alienage, 
and  treaties.  The  full  documentation  and  tabulation  of 
citations  increase  the  usefulness  of  this  work  for  refer' 
ence  purposes.

Pseudo-Security.  By  J.  M.  Spaight.  London,  Longmans, 
Green,  1928,  171  p.,  price  $5.00. 

The  author  of  this  book  is  a  fairly  prolific  writer  on 
military  aviation.  His  thesis  is  that  the  Locarno  method 
of  regional  pacts  offers  assurances  of  security  unap' 
proached  by  the  Arbitration,  Security  and  Disarmament 
trend  in  international  affairs.  He  is  avowedly  concerned 
with  international  law  and  unconcerned  with  politics, 
but  while  his  presentation  has  a  legal  flavor,  the  content 
is  strongly  flavored  by  the  considerations  of  the  strate' 
gist.  For  the  most  part,  however,  he  presents  his  case 
in  a  lawyerdike  way,  keeping  his  temper  well  in  hand, 
and  citing  a  very  imposing  array  of  respectable  author' 
ities.  Like  many  debaters  he  tends  to  wrench  quotations 
from  a  context  which  modifies  their  force  considerably, 
and  his  premises  are  not  inevitably  competent,  relevant 
and  material — as  when  he  attempts  to  impeach  the 
possibilities  of  economic  blockade  today  by  citing  the 
“Jefferson  embargo”  of  1805. 

Quite  unconsciously  perhaps,  Mr.  Spaight  etches  in 
between  the  lines  of  his  book  a  self'portrait  of  the  war 
mind  which  may  be  a  revelation  to  industrially  pre' 
occupied  Americans.  It  displays  with  unusual  clarity 
the  utter  sincerity  of  a  point  of  view  from  which  all  the 
seas  are  but  paths  for  navies,  the  earth  a  roadway  for 
marching  armies,  and  the  sky  a  medium  for  bombers 
and  pursuit  planes. 

The  book  will  make  healthy  reading  for  the  uncritical 
League  of  Nations  enthusiast,  for  Spaight  is  a  critic 
who  offers  something  more  substantial  than  invective 
or  noisy  ignorance;  his  bibliography  and  quotations,  for 
example,  indicate  a  considerable  knowledge  of  the 
documentation  and  literature  of  the  League.

Armenia  and  the  Near  East.  By  Fridtjof  Hansen.  New 
York,  Duffield  &  Company,  1928.  324  p.,  map,  Illus. 

Price  $3.00. 

Dr.  Nansen,  as  High  Commissioner  of  Refugees  of  the 
League  of  Nations,  has  written  this  book  to  forward  the 
realization  of  plans  for  a  “national  home”  of  the  Armenians. 
There  is  today  an  Armenia,  one  of  the  Union  of  Soviet  Re¬ 
publics  of  which  Erivan  and  Elisavetpol  are  the  principal 
cities.  Here  it  is  conceived  that  the  Armenians  scattered 
over  the  world  might  set  up  their  national  home  at  an  ex¬ 
pense  of  a  few  million  dollars  for  adequate  irrigation  and 
other  works.  The  realization  of  this  plan  was  intrusted  to 
Dr.  Nansen  and  his  book  is  an  account  of  the  journey  of 
investigation  which  resulted  in  its  recommendation.  It  is  a 
fascinating  personal  narrative  of  travel,  interspersed  with 
the  history  of  an  unfortunate  people  who  now  seek  an  op¬ 
portunity  to  convert  a  desert  into  a  land  of  their  own.

The  Immediate  Origins  of  The  War  (28th  June — 4th  August 
1914).  By  Pierre  Renouvin,  Translated  by  Theodore  Cars¬ 
well  Hume,  Preface  by  Charles  Seymour.  New  Haven,  Yale 
University  Press,  1928.  xiv,  39?  p.  Price  $4.00. 

When  the  French  Government  decided  to  make  its  ar¬ 
chives  public,  it  intrusted  the  task  of  selection  to  M.  Renou¬ 
vin,  who  is  professor  of  the  history  of  the  Great  War  at  the 
University  of  Paris  and  Director  of  the  French  War  Library 
and  Museum.  The  appointment  has  met  the  approval  of 
historians  throughout  the  world  who  are  confident  that  the 
independence  of  the  scholar  is  a  guaranty  against  the  con¬ 
cealment  of  any  essential  truth.  M.  Renouvin’s  reputation 
for  objectivity  was  greatly  enhanced  by  the  publication  of 
the  present  volume  and  its  revision  for  the  English  edition. 
The  author  has  examined  primary  and  secondary  material  on 
the  origins  of  the  war  as  thoroughly  as  any  student  what¬ 
ever,  and  he  has  compacted  the  facts  he  gleaned  into  a  clear 
and  critical  narrative  of  events.  Estimating  all  the  factors, 
he  finds  that  the  freedom  of  the  various  governments  in  the 
final  phase  of  the  crisis  was  no  longer  absolute.  “They 
were  hopelessly  entangled  in  the  mesh  of  circumstances.” 
However,  he  finds  that  Austria  and  Germany  especially  con¬ 
tributed  to  the  mesh  and  the  mess.  D.  P.  M. 


The  Responsibility  of  States  in  International  Law.  By 
Clyde  Eagleton.  New  York,  New  York  University  Press, 
1928.  xxiv,  291  p.  Price  $6.00. 

No  question  in  international  relations  needs  elucidation 
more  than  this.  No  one  can  quite  believe  that  President 
Coolidge  told  the  whole  truth  when  he  stated  that  “the 
person  and  property  of  a  citizen  are  a  part  of  the  general 
domain  of  the  nation,  even  when  abroad;”  but,  on  the 
other  hand,  no  one  can  successfully  contend  that  the  state¬ 
ment  is  completely  untrue,  either  as  a  fact  or  wholly  as  a 
matter  of  right.  How  to  establish  a  true  balance  of  justice 
for  nationals  abroad  is  one  of  the  most  complicated  and 
delicate  problems  in  international  law.  Professor  Eagleton 
has  examined  the  question  in  all  of  its  aspects  and,  as  a  re¬ 
sult,  has  greatly  clarified  it.  He  demonstrates  that  the 
responsibility  of  a  state  for  the  fair  treatment  of  foreign 
nationals  is  necessarily  growing  and  that  international  agree¬ 
ment  as  to  the  conditions  under  which  it  may  be  invoked  is 
the  next  step  in  solving  the  problems  which  it  involves.  The 
United  States  has  accepted  the  invitation  of  the  League  of 
Nations  to  reach  an  agreement  on  the  subject  in  inter¬ 
national  conference.  The  present  volume  is  a  worthy  mono¬ 
graph  contributing  a  scholarly  American  view  of  the  problem 
then  to  be  considered.

Survey  of  American  Foreign  Relations  1928.  Published  by 
the  Council  on  Foreign  Relations,  New  York,  under  the  di¬ 
rection  of  Charles  P.  Howland,  New  Haven,  Yale  Univer¬ 
sity  Press,  1928.  xiii,  610  p.  Price  $?.00. 

This  volume  is  the  first  of  an  annual  series  attempting  “to 
examine  comprehensively  and  continuously  the  foreign  rela¬ 
tions  of  the  United  States.”  Such  a  survey  may  be  handled 
in  various  ways.  An  accurate  account  of  events,  producing 
an  unimpeachable  record  for  reference,  is  the  most  obvious. 
A  second  and  more  difficult  method  is  to  treat  selected 
events  extensively.  A  third  and  still  more  difficult  method 
is  that  of  interpretation  based  on  an  assumption  that  the 
reader  is  generally  familiar  with  the  facts  and  tendencies 
dealt  with.  It  is  this  third  method  that  Mr.  Howland  has 
adopted,  and  with  unwonted  success.  The  book  is  divided 
into  five  sections,  each  of  which  is  intended  to  bring  the 
reader  up  to  date  respecting  its  subject  matter.  As  a  conse¬ 
quence,  none  of  them  is  confined  to  the  events  of  1928.  The 
subjects  thus  dealt  with,  as  in  separate  monographs,  are: 
American  Foreign  Policy,  the  United  States  as  an  Economic 
Power,  the  United  States  and  the  League  of  Nations,  Finan¬ 
cial  Relations  of  the  United  States  Government  after  the 
World  War,  and  Limitation  of  Armament.  The  intention 
has  been  to  present  each  subject  in  a  comprehensive  form 
for  readers  already  generally  familiar  with  events.  The  value 
of  the  Survey  is,  therefore,  in  creating  understanding  rather 
than  in  merely  conveying  the  information.  D.  P.  M.
